REMARKS 

The foregoing amendments and these remarks are in response to Hxe Final 0£Bce Action 
dated October 21, 2005. This amendmetJt is timely filed. 

At ttie time of the 0£gce Action, claims 1-12 were pending in the application. In the 
Office Action, claims 1-5 and 9-12 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. §112, second paragraph. 
Claims 10 and 12 were rejected imder 35 U.S.C. §103(a). Claims 6-8 were allowed. Claims 3 
and 1 1 would be allowable If rewrinen to overcome the rejections under 35 U,S.C. §112, second 
paragr^h, and to include all of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. The 
rejections are set forth in more detail below. 

I- Rejections under 35 U.S.C. 6112- second paragraph 

Claim 1-5 and 9-12 rejected under 35 U.S.C. §112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject maner which applicant 
regards as the invention. The multiple use of the phrase "and/or" was asserted to render the 
claims indefinite. Claims 3 and 1 1 are amended herein, and withdrawal of this rejection is thus 
respecifully requested. 

II. Rejections on Art and Allowed Subject Matter 

Claim 10 was rejected under 35 U.S.C. §103(a) as being unpatentable over U.S. Patent 
No. 6,112,700 to Brewer ("Brewer") in view of U.S. Patent No. 5,197,409 to Hammond. Claim 
12 was rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as being unpatentable over Brewer in view of U.S. 
Patent No. 6,327,997 to Tenry et aJ. 

Claims 3 and U were indicated to be allowable if rewritten to overcome the 35 U.S.C. 
§ 1 12, second paragraph rejections and to include all of the limitations of the base claim and any 
intervening claims. Claims 6-8 were allowed. 

Although appUcant disagrees with the rejection, in the interests of obtaining a speedy 
allowance, claim 3 is rewrinen in independent form herein, and has made claims 2 and 4 
dependent thereon- Claim 1 1 is also rewritten in independent form. Claims 1, 5, 9-10 and 12-18 
are cancelled.
